lll. Stormwater specialist - Becky Tharp, Program Manager of the Green
Infrastructure Collaborative at the VT Dept of Environmental Conservation,
located at UVM’s George Aiken Forestry Sciences Laboratory. - Becky gave the
committee a detailed overview of Green Infrastructure as a means to address storm
water runoff. She also reviewed the current regulations and answered a plethora of
questions regarding options and best practices. She advised that because of the size
of our site, we would not be required by the state to get a Storm Water permit, but
that VTrans would most likely require that we address storm water so that it does not
enter the highway. She also stated that there are State funds available for innovative
green infrastructure projects for folks who are not required by state regulations to
address storm water, but are taking the initiative to put in a plan as a proactive good
steward measure. Hilary Solomon from the PMWCD is available to help us with that
grant process as we move ahead.

IV. Project Scheduling
A. Discussion on school district restructuring - School Director Clarence
Haynes could not make it tonight because he had to go to a RSWSU meeting.
This discussion will be tabled until Clarence can be in attendance -
hopefully at the next meeting.

B. Well / septic permit update - D Munyak has followed up but has not
received a response back from Frank Parent yet.

A. Follow up to critique of current building plans - D Munyak asked M Beattie
if he could present the committee with an updated design with elevations
at the next meeting.

M Beattie is willing to put together a 3D mockup of the outside of the
building for next meeting so that members can get a sense of what this
design will look like from the exterior and how it will sit on the land.
